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A New Look in Malaya

changing.’ The words are those of H.R.H. The Duke of Edinburgh, spoken during his recent 

visit to Singapore, and they can be applied with special aptness to the whole background 
against which the trade and the economic development of Malaya is taking place. There are political 
changes. The Federation of Malaya celebrated the end of its first year of independence during 
1958: Singapore is about to embark on a new career as an internally self-governing State: in both 
places general elections will take place this year. ‘The Governments of both countries are encouraging 
local people to come forward to take their place in Government and commerce but assurances 
have been given regarding the future of European businessmen already in post. The population is 
growing at a phenomenal rate and in the resulting search for new avenues of development long- 
accepted commercial policies are coming into question and in some respects are already undergoing 
change. ‘There are new sources of supply for some goods, including India and China, greater competi- 
tion from North America since dollar liberalization, and a growing range of local products. 


Some forms of change are not without drawbacks for the British exporter and investor and it 
would be idle to deny that political uncertainty is an important factor influencing their decisions. 
But it is also true that change is the atmosphere which offers the greatest opportunities for the use 
of the manufacturing and marketing talents which have always characterized British businessmen. 
There was little certainty about commerce when the first trading posts were established in Malaya 
by the East India Company or when Raffles laid the foundations of Singapore as a great trading port 
140 years ago. ‘Today’s uncertainty may take a different form —even change itself changes — but 
rewards are still there for those who venture skilfully, while those who have an established stake 
in the market will retain it only by a readiness to adapt themselves to the new conditions under which 
they have to operate. 


To: ONE THING which is quite certain about this uncertain world is that things are always 


What does the Malayan market offer to those who accept this challenge? It offers in the first place 
a population of nearly 8 million (Federation 6-3 million and Singapore 1-5 million) with an annual 
purchasing power per head of about £100, higher, that is to say, than that of any other country in 
Asia, with the exception of Japan which it roughly equals. There are, of course, wide disparities in 
incomes. The general position compared with other Asian countries is that a larger proportion of 
income is spent not on the necessities of life but on goods of a kind where personal choice plays a 
big part and where, therefore, salesmanship in all its many aspects of attention to design, colour, 
advertising, etc., is a telling feature. This applies to such goods as vehicles of all kinds, cosmetics, 
domestic electrical equipment, radio receivers and textiles. 


Total imports into Malaya (Federation and Singapore) in 1958 amounted to about £480 million, 
of which the United Kingdom’s share at about {£80 million was roughly 17 per cent.; her share 
of manufactured imports was over double this figure. These shares have remained fairly steady for 
the past two or three years. Singapore, and to a lesser extent Penang, are entrepot ports and many 
of the goods imported into them, and especially the former, are re-exported to neighbouring territories. 


Expenditure by Governments and government agencies on economic and social development 
makes up a large part of total capital expenditure. ‘The standard of basic and social services — electricity

supply, transport, housing, health services and education, in the 
Federation and in Singapore is already high compared with the rest o 
Asia. The rapid rate of population growth means that considerabk 
expansion of the social services is called for if present standards are t 
be maintained. At the same time the basic services must be developed 
in order to cope with the industrial growth which it is hoped to achieve 
Public capital investment in the Federation is the subject of :

a total expenditure of £133 million. Owing to lack of finance expendi- 
ture had to be restricted in 1958 and again in the Budget proposal 
for 1959 and is currently running at an annual rate of roughly £1! 
million to £16 million. Outside the Plan is the Cameron Highland 
Hydro-Electric Scheme of which the first stage is estimated to cost 
£17 million and work on which will start this year. The Federation 
has also been promised £3°5 million by the United States Development 
Loan Fund for the building of three deep water berths (the North 
Klang Straits project), and since the Budget for 1959 was announced 
has been granted another loan of £3-5 million from the same source 
for the building of roads and bridges, together with a loan of £114 
million from the Sultan of Brunei, £4-°7 million of which will become 
available this year, to be devoted to projects directly benefiting the 
rural areas. ‘l‘hese funds will enable development expenditure to be 
stepped up during 1959 and subsequent years and will give rise to: 
demand for a wide range of constructional material and equipment. 


In Singapore there is the same demand for social services to meet 
the needs of a rapidly expanding population. Over the past five years 
an average of £6°4 million a year has been spent on development and 
after considerable pruning it is planned to spend a further £5 million 
in 1959. It will not be easy in present circumstances to find funds to 
enable development expenditure to be expanded. 


A problem of first importance in the economic life of the area is the 
present annual rate of population growth. It is now 3-4 per cent. in 
the Federation and 3-9 per cent. in Singapore. To maintain standards 
of living and provide employment for all in the face of such a rate of 
growth calls for a corresponding rate of expansion in the national 
income. Whence this expansion is to come greatly exercises the minds 
of the Governments of the two countries. Both have reached the 
conclusion that primary production, in the case of the Federation, 
and the earnings of port services, finance, insurance and entrepot 
trade, in the case of Singapore, do not hold out sufficient promise ané 
that a greater degree of industrialization is necessary. Both Govern- 
ments have therefore taken steps to attract secondary industry by 
offering relief from income tax, protection from local competition, 
and tariff protection against imports where necessary. In many casés 
the overseas supplier is now deciding whether to invest in loca 
production himself or whether to run the risk of someone else doing 
so and perhaps securing protection against him. Some who have 
hitherto taken only a trader’s view are now taking an investor’s vie¥ 
of the area. 


Of course it is recognized in the Federation that the production

to come. Great efforts to increase the output of rubber by replanting 
with high yielding material are meeting with considerable success and 
it is possible that by 1965 output will have risen by 30 per cent. over 
current levels. What this may mean for the general prosperity of 
Malaya and, therefore, for its ability to import, will depend on the 
price of natural rubber during the period and in this connection 
it must be remembered that the higher the price the less will natural 
rubber be able to compete with synthetic in the longer run. 

Singapore became an entrepot because it was a cross-roads, an 
easily accessible meeting place for traffic to and from surrounding 
territories. Now that many new countries, especially in the East, are 
themselves seeking outlets for their manufactured exports, Singapore 
and its hinterland, the Federation, offer them the same accessibility. 
Competition from Australia, Japan, China, India and Hong Kong, 
occurs in an ever-widening range of goods. 


Political Future 


This article would not be complete without some reference to the 
political situation in Malaya. Although changes on the political

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horizon are of more direct concern to the investor than to the trader 
any general expansion in trade opportunities depends on economic 
development and since that in turn very largely depends on the extent 
of capital investment, the trader cannot be wholly indifferent to 
prospects on the political front. Moreover, for the reasons given above, 
many traders in reaching decisions are now finding themselves forced 
to look at things from an investor’s viewpoint. Federation Ministers 
in their public statements have shown a keen appreciation of the need 
to encourage private capital investment from overseas and Govern- 
ment policies are clearly directed to this end. ‘The present Government 
has almost stamped out militant communism and has shown itself 
ready to take strong action against the more insidious threat of 
communist subversion. The Government recognizes that the future 
progress of Malaya depends on harmony and co-operation between 
the various racial groups and the main aim of its policy is to bring the 
different communities together to form one nation. No one should 
underestimate the difficulties which confront the new nation but there 
are good grounds for hoping that the barometer of progress in Malaya 
is set fair. 


In Singapore the prospective constitutional changes have introduced 
some element of uncertainty into the situation but it seems likely 
that whichever party is elected under the new constitution in May 
1959 will endeavour to maintain the entrepot trade. 


Certain other changes are taking place as a result of political 
developments. The Europeans, mainly British, are being replaced by 
local citizens in Government and to some extent in business. This 
tends among other things to remove the built-in sympathy for British 
methods and British products which, while it did not automatically 
ensure their use, ensured their careful consideration on a value for 
money basis. This can only be made good by paying more attention 
to the market and by intensifying sales efforts. 


The economic relations between Singapore and the Federation are 
of considerable significance for the prosperity of the area as a whole. 
In Singapore all political parties wish to see Singapore reunited with 
the Federation on both political and economic grounds. The Govern- 
ment of the Federation is, at present, firmly opposed to such a step

In some of the fairs the Board will be acting in conjunction with 
trade organizations. In others it will organize displays itself or with 
the co-operation of the Council of Industrial Design (C.o.1.D.) or 
the United Kingdom Atomic Energy Authority.

for political reasons. The commercial policies of both countries are 
such that each is now in a position to protect its own industries 
against the products of the other and various other forms of un- 
economic duplication could easily arise. Divergent economic policies 
are almost bound to give rise to difficulties and complications affecting 
the calculations of the United Kingdom trader, manufacturer and 
investor and these policies, therefore, deserve their close and 
continuous attention. 


Enough has been said to show that the United Kingdom exporter 
cannot afford to take anything about the Malayan market for granted 
at the present time. New competitors, new policies, new customers, 
new contacts, all call for the utmost flexibility on his part and the 
maintenance of the closest possible connections with the area. In 
particular his intelligence service must be as good as he can make it, 
and this is where the Board of Trade, through its Trade Commis- 
sioners in Kuala Lumpur and Singapore, can be of most help to him.

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Britain’s Footwear Exports Reach 
Record Lead 


ONE HUNDRED AND FIFTY members of the Incorporated Federated 
Associations of Boot and Shoe Manufacturers of Great Britain and 
Ireland are participating in the Exhibition of Autumn Shoes which 
opened at Harrogate on Tuesday. This exhibition, which is the largest 
of its kind ever held in Europe, is attracting buyers from the United 
States, Australia and many European countries and reflects the 
achievement made by an industry whose total exports last year pro- 
vided a post-war record of £114 million. 

Britain, the world’s largest exporter of footwear, had to face a 
world-wide trade recession during 1958, plus political repercussions 
in the Middle East with the loss of many markets; import restrictions 
in other countries; and more intense competition from Italy, Germany 
and other shoe-producing countries. The industry was affected during 
the first quarter of 1958, when it appeared as if the previous year’s 
export figures could not be reached. But the trade made an excellent 
recovery, achieving over 130 different markets and a percentage 
increase over 1957 of 24 per cent. in value. The United States was 
the top buyer for 1957-58, thus making the shoe industry an important 
dollar earner for Great Britain. The United States is also considered 
to be, in terms of actual money value received, the most valuable 
market held by the shoe industry. Expanding markets were: the United 
States, British West Indies, British East Africa and Norway. Countries 
showing a marked contraction as applied to current business were: 
Cyprus, Central African Federation and South-East Asian territories 
and New Zealand (excluding children’s shoes). 


Industry Shows Fine Record 

Speaking at a press conference in London to mark the opening of 
the exhibition, Sir David Eccles, the President of the Board of Trade, 
said that this industry, employing many people, had a fine record, 
particularly in the export market, which he described as a ‘cracking 
success.’ We might claim to be the best-shod nation in the world, 
and the quality of British-made shoes was unequalled. Sales of foot- 
wear in the United Kingdom were estimated at 3} pairs per head of 
population. This showed little change since before the war, but the 
answer might be found in improved quality. The number of pairs of 
shoes sold in Britain was higher than in any other country except the 
United States, where the annual figures ran at about a half pair more 
per head of the population. 

Turning to exports, Sir David said that the increase of half a million 
over 1957 was very good going, considering the difficulties encountered 
during 1958. The United States had been our best customer, and he 
was confident that we were ‘not anywhere near the end’ of this market, 
if the right styles and prices were offered. 

Competition, said Sir David, had come chiefly from Hong Kong 
and Italy, and also from Eastern Europe. Hong Kong is a member of 
the Commonwealth, and her products enjoy by long tradition, duty- 
free entry into this country. Any application from the trade for an 
increased tariff on imports from Italy or for an ‘anti-dumping’ duty 
on imports from Eastern Europe would be carefully considered by 
The Board of Trade. But the real protection lay in the fine quality of 
British footwear, and in the first class research carried out at Kettering. 
Because of this, Sir David said, he did not fear competition from any 
quarter, and was confident that the Harrogate exhibition would 
confirm his opinion of a very important industry.

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More Advances at Radio and 
Electronic Component Show 


LATEST ADVANCES in the design and development of the radio 
industry were exhibited by 180 firms at the 16th Radio and Electronic 
Component Show, which was opened at Grosvenor House and Park 
Lane House, London, on Monday and closed yesterday. 


The fair was organized by the Radio and Electronic Component 
Manufacturers’ Federation and visitors saw some outstanding 
developments in the types of transistor now available commercially, 
many of which were still in the experimental stage a year ago. 


Overseas visitors from nearly 30 countries saw examples of the 
production of radio and electronic components which has increased 
nearly eight times in volume and ten times in value between 1946 
and last year. In 1946, output was 250 million components, valued at 
£10 million, and last year, 1,950 million components — or nearly 
eight million each working day — valued at £100 million. Exports of 
components and sound reproducing products in 1958 were valued 
at nearly £21 million, an increase of 5 per cent. over 1957 and 28 per 
cent. over 1956. 


Development in the types of transistor now available commercially 
show significant improvements both in improved high-frequency 
characteristics and in power-handling. One of the transistor bugbears, 
the problem of maintaining equality of performance throughout a 
production line, has largely been overcome. 

For instance, one of the manufacturers now supply packages of 
specially selected transistors for use in the RF and AF sections of 
radio receivers, guaranteed to a minimum overall standard of per- 
formance. 


Smaller Still 


Miniature scaling was exemplified throughout the exhibition. One 
example was a high stability resistor which measured three-eighths by 
one-tenth of an inch. Another was a sub-miniature potentiometer 
and switch which was approximately the size of an aspirin tablet. 
A complete 15-watt transistorized amplifier working off a 12-volt 
battery, no bigger than a small box camera, weighed only three pounds. 


For special applications, particularly small batteries are being 
developed. On display was a mercury cell that measures only one- 
eightieth of a cubic inch, yet it can power a hidden deaf aid for 36 
hours. This type of minute battery is being used in pill-sized medical 
diagnostic apparatus, in which the whole instrument is swallowed by 
a patient. 


Specialized techniques have been developed for metal-to-glass 
sealed joints, which are important in many components, particularly 
in the production of transistors. A number of examples of this kind 
of work were shown, including a matched seal with three wires and 
a pressed metal case for small transistors and a single-terminal glass 
seal, primarily designed for the individual leads to a power transistor. 


The exhibition this year also underlined the degree of co-operation 
between the plastics and the electronic industries. Plastics insulation 
has helped to solve many of the designer’s high temperature problems 
and plastics materials are widely used as dielectrics, the basis for 
printed circuits and the sealing of component assemblies. 


Among the unusual uses for plastics shown at the exhibition were 
nylon screws, now gaining wide acceptance. Also seen were the bi- 
and tri-coloured equipment wires, plastics insulated, that are used in 
the ‘Black Knight’ rocket and in the ground equipment used in its 
firing. 


Sound Reproducing Equipment 


British manufacturers command world markets with their sound 
reproducing equipment and components, so it was understandable 
that loudspeakers, microphones, record players and tape decks were 
featured by several manufacturers. The problem posed to loudspeaket 
manufacturers is how to reproduce components of small size fot 
miniaturized equipment, yet still maintain adequate response. Many 
such examples were on view. 


There were some interesting developments to be seen in aerials 
valves, tubes, transformers, and electronic instruments, and much d 
the equipment related to mobile radio. 
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First National Foundry Display 
for Birmingham 


BRITAIN’S first-ever national exhibition devoted solely to the foundry 
industry will be held in Birmingham next month. Between May 
21-30, the city’s Bingley Hall will house the biggest concentration of 
exhibits and displays of foundry plant, equipment and supplies to be 
assembled as a collective indication of the industry’s strides in mech- 
ganization, mechanical handling and modernization generally. 

Nearly 100 firms specializing in the manufacture and supply of 
foundry requisites will take part, and with many working exhibits 
the famous exhibition hall will take on the appearance of a big indus- 
trial plant. Special measures have been taken to enable furnaces to be 
used and molten metal to be handled, and leading British technical 
experts expect to welcome foundrymen from all parts of the world.

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Photography as an Essential Tool 
of Industry 


THE Industrial Photographic and Television Exhibition which takes 
place at the Albert Hall from April 20-24 is claimed to be the first 
full-scale display of its kind, and is designed to demonstrate that 
photography is now an essential tool of industry.

vast storage space; industrial films quickly reveal faults in factory 
layouts and focus attention on uncomfortable or clumsy physical 
movements on production lines. Closed circuit television and the cine- 
camera can play a vital part in good industrial relations. The cathode- 
ray tube in conjunction with photography speeds calculations and 
research, simplifies tests, and shortens inspection examinations. 


Photomicrography quickly reveals mechanical defects or chemical 
changes that otherwise would involve days or weeks of investigation. 
Time-lapse photography effectively demonstrates in a matter of 
seconds accurate information concerning large quantities and long 
periods of time. High-speed cinematography locates defects and 
troubles in rapidly moving machinery — cheaply, accurately, quickly. 
Spectrography, the technique of photographing a spectrum, enables 
metallurgists to analyze metals and alloys without preliminary weighing 
and without taking them into solution. 


These are but a few examples of the innumerable ways in which 
photography can be used in commerce, industry, public administra- 
tion and research and it is emphasized that even the smallest concerns, 
whether workshops or businesses with a mere handful of clerical staff, 


can profitably use modern photographic techniques in order to operate 
more economically and profitably.

Halls, Board of Trade headquarters, Mr. R. W. Daniel, Board of 
Trade Controller for Wales, and Mr. A.W. H. Hunter, private secretary, 
planned to visit South Wales yesterday and today. 

Lord Brecon, Minister of State for Welsh Affairs, hoped to join 
Mr. Rodgers for part of the visit. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Rodgers expected to visit the Fforestfach 
Industrial Estate and Llanelly and to lunch with the Mayor of 
Lianelly, representatives of other local authorities in West South 
Wales and representatives of industry, trade unions and other local 
interests. In the afternoon he hoped to be at Pontardulais and 
Ystradgyhlais and in the evening to dine with the chairman of the 
Wales and Monmouthshire Industrial Estates. 

Today he plans to meet the Mayor of Rhondda, visit a factory at 
Treforest and call at the headquarters of the Wales and Monmouth- 
shire Industrial Estates. He will then be the chief guest at the Regional 
Lunch of the Industrial Association of Wales and Monmouthshire in 
Pontypridd. 

Note: This visit is one of a series which Mr. Rodgers is making to areas 
where there is high unemployment to obtain first-hand knowledge of 
conditions. He has already made a number of these visits and hopes to 
complete the series in the course of the next two months. 

It was announced by the President of the Board of Trade during the 
Unemployment Debate in the House of Commons on December 17, 1958, 
that Mr. Rodgers would act as co-ordinator of the day-to-day work on 
arrangements for dealing with local unemployment in the United Kingdom 
both at the centre and in the field.

Letter of Intent Issued to G.E.C. for Japan 
Atomic Station 


THE JAPAN ATOMIC POWER COMPANY announced in Tokyo on 
April 3 that they had issued a letter of intent to The General Electric 
Co. Ltd. of England for the construction of a 150 MW. atomic power 
station at ‘Tokai-Mura, some 70 miles north-east of Tokyo. 

This order is valued at some £20 million and marks an important 
step forward for the company which has been reorganized into three 
main groups with a view to giving greater drive to its main activities, 
particularly the development of its heavy engineering and nuclear 
energy side. 

The success achieved in Tokyo has been accompanied by several 
other large engineering orders during the last month including an 
order for two 200 MW. turbo-generator sets for the Kincardine 
station of the South of Scotland Electricity Board, valued at about 
£4 million, and an order for a complete ore preparation plant for the 
Redbourn Works of Richard Thomas & Baldwin Ltd., valued at about 
£14 million.

Provisional Estimate of Rise in H.P. Debt 
in February 


IT 1S provisionally estimated that hire purchase and other instalment 
debt for durable goods rose by about 3 per cent. (about £21 million) 
in February. This would put the debt at the end of February at 
about £644 million. The rise in debt in January was estimated at 
£19 million, and in December at £39 million. 


Motor vehicles probably accounted for most of the increase in 
debt in February. Household goods accounted for a lower proportion 
(one-third) of the increase than in recent months. 


Note: The provisional estimate is made from a preliminary com- 
pilation of the returns received and an estimate only of the change in 
total debt is made at this stage. Final results in full detail will be 
published later.

Output of the Wool Textile Industry 


THE VOLUME of production in the wool textile industry in February 
was 2 per cent. more than a year earlier. This increase was about the 
same as in the previous two months. 


According to figures issued by the Wool Industry Bureau of Statis- 
tics, deliveries of woollen and worsted fabrics (excluding blankets) 
during the first two months of 1959 were 10 per cent. less than in the 
same period a year earlier, the decrease being larger in worsted 
fabrics. Total deliveries of worsted yarn were a little less, increases in 
deliveries of hand knitting and hosiery yarns being offset by a decrease 
in deliveries of weaving yarns. In January and February production 
of tops was 15 per cent. more than in the corresponding months of 
1958; consumption of raw wool was 11 per cent. more.

Sales by Wholesale Textile Houses in January 


SALES by wholesale textile houses showed the usual sharp seasonal 
contraction in January and their total home sales were about 2 per 
cent. lower in value than a year earlier. In the fourth quarter sales had 
been about 1 per cent. higher than in the corresponding period a 
year earlier but for the year 1958 as a whole sales fell 3 per cent. on 
the previous year. 


Stocks held by wholesale textile houses showed the usual seasonal 
increase in January, but at the end of the month were much the same 
in value as at the end of the corresponding period a year ago, after 
running above the previous year’s level for some months.

PROGRESS 
IN THE 
PORT OF LONDON { 


The Port of London Authority 
last month celebrated its Jubilee. 
The Port of London’s contribution 
to the efficient operation of world 
trade is a vital one. This illustrated 
article describes the great im- 
provement and expansion made 
since the Port of London Authority 
came into being in March 1909. 


engaged in transporting cargo, and every hour spent in port has to 

be set against its voyage revenue. Similarly the earning power of 
docks is determined by the number of vessels accommodated and 
worked in them. These are commercial maxims which the Port of 
London Authority, who celebrated their Jubilee last month, have 
borne most successfully in mind since their formation half a century 
ago. 

The growth of the Port in every direction before, but especially 
since then, could be said to epitomize the steady expansion of Britain’s 
export and import trade even through two world wars. It also marks 
the accumulating expertise of the P.L.A. in receiving, unloading 
and despatching more ships from more docks as time goes on. 


While a few maritime nations have ports with some centuries of 
longer experience of port working, hardly any would deny the vast 
scope of the tremendous operation which is conducted day and night 
in all weathers by the Port of London Authority. 

How big is the Port of London, and what constitutes the Authority? 
The Port of London comprises the tidal Thames from Teddington 
to the Estuary and five large dock systems vested in the Port of 
London Authority, besides over 200 privately owned riverside 
wharves and a number of privately owned docks. The Port of London 
Authority is thus responsible for the control of 69 miles of one of the 
busiest waterways in the world and the maintenance and operation of 
a dock estate with an aggregate area of over 4,000 acres with nearly 
36 miles of deep-water quays for berthing ocean-going vessels. 


How the P.L.A. is Financed 


The appointed members of the P.L.A. are nominated by the 
Admiralty (1), the Ministry of Transport and Civil Aviation (2), the 
London County Council (4), the City Corporation (2), and Trinity 
House (1). The elected members are chosen as representatives by 
shipowners (8), merchants (8), wharfingers (1), river craft owners (1). 
The Chairman and the Vice Chairman are elected by the Authority 
and may be drawn from outside the complement of appointed and 
elected members so that the Board may number 30 members. 


The Authority raises capital for the purposes of its undertaking by 
the issue of Port Stock bearing fixed rates of interest. The total 
amount authorized to be borrowed is £65 million. Charges are 
levied on shipping, goods imported and exported, land and property 
rented out and for services provided. These revenues are applied to

meet expenditure for the operation, maintenance and development of 
the Port. Financially, therefore, the Authority is only concerned to 
collect sufficient revenue to provide efficient accommodation and 
services and to pay the annual interest to stockholders, sinking fund 
contributions, etc., any excess of revenue over expenditure being 
available for port improvement or for the reduction of port dues and 
charges. 

Quick to realize that the answer to the problem of turning moder 
and highly expensive ships round faster lies in the increased use of 
cargo handling machines, and the building of modern and scientific 
quay-side facilities, the P.L.A., since the second World War have 
spent over £30 million on maintenance and new works and about 
£3 million on the purchase of mechanical equipment. Much remains 
to be done, but the Authority can look back with pride on some of 
their past achievements. 


Port Improvements 


For example, the Authority constructed the King George V Dock 
which was opened in 1921 with an entrance lock 800 feet long and 
100 feet wide. The Royal Victoria Dock has been virtually reconstruc- 
ted and Tilbury Docks have been enlarged with a new entrance lock 
1,000 ft. long and 110 ft. wide. In 1930 they opened the landing stage 
on the riverside which is 1,142 ft. long and permits the largest vessels 
using the port to lie alongside at all states of the tide. To augment the 
passenger traffic facilities a striking post-war addition was effected 
by the construction of a new ocean passenger terminal at No. 1 
Berth, Tilbury Docks, which was brought into use in 1957 and cost 
£1,500,000. A new quay 842 ft. long was constructed with a shed 
having a floor area of 100,000 sq. ft. and frontage of 550 ft. In addition 
to incorporating all the features of modern transit shed design, a rail 
siding platform and modern reception accommodation for passengers 
have been provided. As a result of these improvements Tilbury Docks 
have 20 deep-water berths, four miles of built-up quays all served by 
rail and road and 29 transit sheds with a total area of approximately 
29 acres. 

The other docks have not been neglected and since the war new 
sheds and warehouses have been built in the India and Millwall, 
London and Surrey Commercial Docks. In the latter dock the timber

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Small Increase in Foreign Trade Movement in 1958 


THE TOTAL net tonnage of vessels in the foreign trade entering and 
clearing with cargo at United Kingdom ports in 1958 showed a small 
increase over the previous year, entrances with cargo being 2 per cent. 
higher and clearances with cargo 1 per cent. higher. For the first time 
on record both entrances and clearances, including those in ballast, 
exceeded 100,000 net tons. 


The Commonwealth share of entrances with cargo again fell 
slightly in 1958 but its share of clearances with cargo rose. 


The Commonwealth percentage of entrances and clearances with 
cargo for the years 1938 and 1951-58 were as follows:

In 1958 there were substantial increases in the tonnage of 
Norwegian, Dutch and Liberian vessels entering and clearing with 
cargo, while there were substantial decreases in Finnish, Swedish, 
Spanish and Panamanian tonnage. 

Entrances with cargo from East Africa, Persian Gulf and India rose 
by 2,349 thousand net tons in 1958, an increase of 21 per cent. over 
1957. The corresponding figure for Central and Eastern Mediterranean 
countries was 1,353 thousand net tons, an increase of 67 per cent. 
After rising during 1956 and 1957 entrances with cargo from North 
America (Atlantic Coast) fell by 2,259 thousand net tons during 1958, 
a decrease of 15 per cent. Clearances to North America (Atlantic 
Coast) rose by 504 thousand net tons, an increase of 6 per cent. 


Of the principal ports London and Southampton showed the 
largest increases in arrivals with cargo. London’s increase was 1,792 


thousand net tons and Southampton’s 1,612 thousand net tons. 
London also recorded the largest increase in departures with cargo, 
961 thousand net tons. 


There was little change in the total net tonnage of coasting trade 
arrivals and departures with cargo compared with 1957, although the 
tonnage of foreign vessels arriving and departing with cargo in 1958 
rose by 20 per cent. 


Definitions 

(1) The foreign trade statistics relate to voyages direct from any port 
abroad to a port in the United Kingdom, or vice versa, or from one port 
to another in the United Kingdom, so long as the vessel has on board cargo 


shipped abroad, or shipped in the United Kingdom for discharge abroad, 
or passengers from or for a port outside the United Kingdom. 


The coasting trade statistics include vessels carrying only coastwise 
cargo or passengers from port to port in the United Kingdom, and vessels 
moving between these ports wichout at the time having on board cargo or 
passengers from or for a port abroad. For example, the coastwise move- 
ment in ballast includes foreign trade vessels which, having completed the 
discharge of cargo or passengers from abroad at one United Kingdom port, 
proceed coastwise to another port to load for the return voyage. 

(2) Cargo figures relate to vessels which load or unload merchandise, 
bullion, specie or mail, except those loading or unloading only Government 
stores, bunkers or ships’ stores. 

(3) Ballast figures relate to all vessels other than those defined in (2) and 
include vessels loading or unloading only Government stores, bunkers, 
ships’ stores or passengers. 

(4) Vessels in the foreign trade, calling during the course of a single 
voyage at more than one port of the United Kingdom, are recorded as 
entered and cleared at one port only, but as arrived and departed at each 
port.

sheds destroyed by enemy action have been replaced by new sheds 
of modern design to house stocks of softwood, hardwood and plywood. 
Works at present in hand are the widening of the cutting between the 
Canada and Greenland Docks, Surrey Commercial Docks, the 
widening of the Connaught Road cutting between the Royal Victoria 
and Albert Docks and the construction of a new berth at the eastern 
end of the Royal Victoria Dock for use by vessels of the United States 
Lines. 


Post-war equipment has been modernized and six 5-ton, 61 3-ton, 
12 2-ton electric portal luffing cranes and one 35-ton electric crane 
are now in use at Tilbury Docks; the Royal Group of Docks have a 
wealth of mechanical handling machines, including two conveyors 
which can each deal with approximately 1,100 stems of bananas per 
hour, eight floating grain elevators, the two largest of which have dis- 
charging capacity of 300 tons per hour, and a number of floating 
derricks ranging in capacity up the largest, the 150-ton ‘London 
Mammoth.’ India and Millwall Docks have approximately 143 luffing 
quay cranes, most of which are electrically driven and of three and five 
tons capacity, which form the basis of their cargo-handling equipment. 
A proportion of these cranes have a radius of 80 ft. which is suitable for 
working modern wide-beamed cargo ships. Surrey Commercial Docks, 
and London and St. Katharine Docks are of equal importance and have 
dockside handling equipment designed primarily for the specialized 
cargoes passing through these Docks. Mobile cranes, tractors and 
trailers have been introduced for the handling of timber at Surrey 
Commercial Docks and at London Docks approximately 90 cranes of 
varying types, both hydraulic and electric, ranging from one to five 
tons capacity, are in use. 


‘Towage in the Royal Docks is provided by a fleet of modern twin 
screw diesel tugs — all equipped with radio telephony. Much of the 
railway system in the docks is now operated by diesel-electric loco- 
motives and, to meet the requirements of motor haulage, roads are 
provided giving direct access to dock transit sheds from the trunk 
highways of the country. 

United Kingdom industry has grown vastly in the last 50 years and 
with this growth the Port of London has flourished. Who would have 
dreamed 50 years ago that today warehouse and storage floor space 


exceeds 520 acres; that the docks have storage capacity for 500,000 
tons of goods; that granary capacity exceeds 140,000 tons; that cold 
storage capacity exceeds 16,000 tons; and that there are now over 
200 shipping berths. 


Comparative figures are a measure of this continual growth. In 
1948, 364 million tons of goods were handled by the Port; in 1958 it 
had risen to 554 million tons — an increase of nearly 53 per cent.; in 
1948, 40,000 ships used the Port and in 1958 this had reached a 
post-war record of over 57,000 ships — an increase of over 42 per cent.

Leyland Diesels for Finland 


Leyland Motors Limited of Leyland, Lancashire, announced 
recently that consignments of six-cylinder direct-injection diesel 
engines built by them are being shipped to Finland where they are to 
be fitted in Finnish-built trucks and buses.

Yugoslavia and competent staff will follow up in order to train 
Yugoslavian service engineers in the fitting and maintenance of these 
machines. The rotavators are to be used in the preparation of seed 
beds, weed control and reclamation work. Rotary Hoes Limited are 
also shipping shortly to Belgrade the first of their 6 ft. Howard soil 
stabilizing trains to be sent to Yugoslavia to be used for roadmaking.

Middle East Orders for Diesel Engines 


Two substantial orders totalling £400,000 for vertical and hori- 
zontal diesel engines have been obtained by Ruston & Hornsby 
Limited from Syria and Saudi Arabia. The engines will be used 
mainly for irrigation schemes and for powering agricultural and 
industrial machinery. 


Tyre Factory Equipment for U.S.S.R. 


Platt Brothers (Sales) Limited, a subsidiary of Stone-Platt Industries 
Limited, announced recently that they have received direct and 
indirect orders for tyre cord machinery for the U.S.S.R. amounting 
to £1,000,000. The orders include a sub-contract from Chatillon 
Soc. An.It. per le Fibre Tessile Artificiali S.p.A., the Italian rayon 
producers of Milan, as part of a complete high tenacity tyre cord 
producing plant they are supplying to the U.S.S.R., together with an 
order placed direct with Platt Brothers (Sales) Limited by Tech- 
mashimport, U.S.S.R., for similar machines. Delivery will start 
during the second half of this year and the bulk of the machinery 
will be manufactured at the company’s Accrington works. 


Aerial Survey in Southern Rhodesia 


Hunting Aerosurveys Limited state that Hunting ‘Technical 
Services have recently assisted in speeding up Southern Rhodesia’s 
regional mapping programme by a survey of the Alhayat region of 
Southern Rhodesia for the Director, Geological Survey, Southern 
Rhodesia. The object of this survey was to provide a basic geological 
map at 1/50,000 scale and to pinpoint extensions of the schist belts 
which contain much of the country’s known mineral wealth. The area 
covered over a thousand square miles and lies in the catchment area 
of the Sabi River, forming part of several Native Reserves. The entire 
survey was completed in less than 28 working weeks -—a striking 
example of the speed with which geological investigations can be made 
utilizing aerial photography. Dating by radio-isotope methods has 
revealed that the area is one of the oldest exposed areas of basement 
rock in the world. Mineralization in the schist belts includes copper, 
tin, tungsten, lithium and beryllium. 


Marine Diesel Engines 


Our attention has been drawn to an inaccuracy in the item headed 
‘Marine Diesel Engines for Egypt’ which appeared under ‘Export 
Achievements’ in our issue of March 27, page 749. The automotive 
engines manufactured by Norris, Henty & Gardners Limited, the 
correct size of which is 5 LW, are for supply to the Kowloon Motor 
Bus Company (1933) Limited and will be fitted to the Daimler chassis, 
the order for 50 of which was recorded in our issue of April 3. Dodwell 
& Company Limited state that the engines and chassis form only a 
portion of the equipment for which they have negotiated the contract, 
and body frames, panelling, windows and seat frames, have been 
ordered from British manufacturers to a total value of approximately 
£200,000. ‘These will be supplied as component parts and will be 
assembled by the Kowloon Motor Bus Company (1933) Limited in 
Hong Kong. 
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Index of Industrial Production 


THE PROVISIONAL index of production for January 1959 prepared by 
the Central Statistical Office is 107 seasonally corrected. This is the 
same as in November/December 1958. The improvement from the 
low levels of the middle of last year was maintained in January and is 
expected to continue in February when the seasonally corrected index 
is estimated at 106/7. 

Annual figures show a fall of one point in 1958 compared with 1957 
both for all industries and for manufacturing output: this was due to 
substantial falls in metal manufacture, textiles and mining, partly 
offset by increases in food, drink and tobacco output, vehicle production 
and gas, electricity and water. 

By the fourth quarter total industrial output was back to the level 


of a year earlier, but manufacturing output was still slightly lower. 
The higher fourth quarter figures were due mainly to increased output 
of engineering and electrical goods, timber and furniture and construc- 
tion and a smaller fall in textile output than in earlier quarters. Two 
sectors, food, drink and tobacco manufacture and gas, electricity and 
water production expanded consistently throughout 1958 but there 
was a rapid falling off in metal manufacture. 

A brief explanatory note of the revised index appeared in the 
October issue of the monthly Digest of Statistics and a fuller account 
was published in the November issue of Economic Trends obtainable 
from H.M. Stationery Office. In the following table several of the 
figures have been revised as later information has become available.

Postage Rate to Kuwait 


Tue G.P.O. announce that surface letters to Kuwait cost 6d. for 
the first ounce and 4d. for each additional ounce from April 1. Surface 
postcards now cost 4d. Until February 1 this year, Kuwait postal 
service was administered by the British Post Office. On that date 
control was handed over to the Kuwait Government. As a result the 
postage rates and limits of weight and size which apply to postage 
packets addressed to Commonwealth countries ceased. 

The new limits of weight and size for all classes of postal packets 
will be those which apply to other foreign countries.

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The Register of Restrictive Trading Agreements 


BELOW IS A LIST of additions and amendments made to the 
alphabetical index to the register between January 1 and March 31, 
1959; the amendments are shown in italics. The index as it stood at 
July 30, 1957, was published in the Board of Trade Journal on August 
16, 1957 (pages 371-378) to which subsequent additions and amend- 
ments have been published at quarterly intervals — the last on January 
9, 1959. The introductory paragraph to the quarterly list published 
on July 11, 1958, explained the basis on which the list is compiled, 
and the meaning of the symbols used. Very briefly, ‘D’ means that 
an agreement has been determined; ‘E’ that it has expired or will 
expire. The symbol ‘F’ formerly indicated that (in brief) an agreement 
had been varied so as to remove all registrable restrictions. It has now 
been extended to signify that an agreement has been varied, whether 
by the removal of registrable restrictions or otherwise, as to its terms 
or parties, so that Part I of the Restrictive Trade Practices Act, 1956, 
would not have applied to it (that is, it would not have been registrable 
at all) had it taken the varied form at the time of registration. For 
example, an agreement is now marked ‘F’ if all United Kingdom 
parties have withdrawn from it. The date following each symbol is 
the month concerned.

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 


Tuesday April 7 


Distribution of Industry 

Sir David Eccles, The President of the Board of Trade, was asked 
whether he had now considered the plans made by the Government 
of Northern Ireland to attract there new industries by building 
advance factories, by offering factory space at reduced rents, and by 
a flat freight rate for transport of factory products; and if he would 
now devise and publish similar plans to attract new industries to 
Aberdeen and north-east Scotland. 


Mr. John Rodgers, Parliamentary Secretary, Board of Trade said: 
that since Aberdeen and North East Scotland were not in a Develop- 
ment Area, the Board of Trade had no power to build advance 
factories there or to offer factory sites on preferential terms. The 
inducements which the Government were offering to attract new 
industry to places of high unemployment were well known and were 
considered more appropriate to the circumstances of Great Britain 
than those available in Northern Ireland under the separate legislation 
enacted by the Northern Ireland Government. 


Exports to Nigeria 


A Member asked the President to what causes he ascribed the rise 
in United Kingdom exports to Nigeria; and what steps the Govern- 
ment was taking to increase such exports further. 


Mr. Vaughan-Morgan replied that Nigeria was a developing 
country and, except for a setback in 1957, her imports had been 
steadily growing. We had shared in this increase but we were now 
meeting growing competition. He added: ‘I toured Nigeria in March, 
1958 and as a result of my recommendation our Trade Commissioner 
staff there has since been strengthened. New offices are being opened 
at Enugu and Kaduna and a third office will eventually be opened at 
Ibadan.’ 


Trade Mission to U.S.S.R. 


Asked when the proposed trade mission to the Union of Soviet 
Socialist Republics would depart; and what proposals for the expan- 
sion of Anglo-Soviet trade it would make, Mr. Vaughan-Morgan said: 
‘I am not yet in a position to say when the Mission will depart. The 
scope of the Mission is under consideration.’ 


Exports to United States 


Mr. Vaughan-Morgan who was asked what success the Government 
had had in stimulating exports of capital and consumer goods to the 


United States in the last seven years, said that exports of manufactured 
goods to the United States rose from £124 million in 1952 to £245 
million in 1958. For the many classes of consumer goods, including 
cars, the increase was from £89 million to £160 million. For the 
remainder, mainly capital goods the increase was from about £35 
million to £85 million. He paid tribute to the enterprise shown by 
exporters in this ‘very important’ market and also to the great work 
done by the Dollar Exports Council. 


New Industry Inquiries 


Mr. Rodgers said that since September 30, 1958, the Board of 
Trade had drawn the attention of approximately 30 industrialists to 
Portsmouth, mostly in respect of the Langstone Constituency area. 


Distribution of Industry 


Mr. Rodgers said that since his visit to Hull in February, the 
Treasury had received five firm and eligible applications for financial 
assistance for developments in that area; all of these were under 
consideration by the Development Areas Advisory Committee. He was 
glad to say that the level of unemployment at Goole had not been such 
as to warrant its inclusion among the places for which this assistance 
was available. Industrial Development Certificates would be freely 
granted for suitable projects in both Hull and Goole; four certificates 
covering 173,000 sq. ft. had been granted for Hull since his visit. 


Trade with Russia 


Asked by how much the United Kingdom’s exports to the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics rose between 1951 and 1958; and what 
further increase he expected in 1959, Mr. Vaughan-Morgan said that 
our direct exports to the U.S.S.R. were £3-7 million in 1951 and 
£,23-7 million in 1958. He preferred not to speculate about 1959 and 
subsequent years. 


China and Tibet 


The President was asked what trading arrangements were in 
operation between the United Kingdom and China; and whether he 
was satisfied that no goods or materials were being exported to China 
which might be used in the military activity against Tibet. 

Mr. Vaughan-Morgan said there was, of course, an embargo on 
the export of strategic goods to China, and he had no reason to 
believe that Chinese military activity in Tibet had been materially 
assisted by exports from this country.

East Trade), the following summary of the work of the Middle 
East Development Division of H.M. Government will be of interest. 


THE Middle East Development Division was established in December 
1945 as a branch of the British Middle East Office; the latter has 
now disappeared but Development Division remains. Since March 
1952 the Division has been housed in the British Embassy in Beirut, 
Lebanon. 


As the name implies, the primary object of the Division is to 
assist in the economic development of Middle Eastern countries by 
giving advice and technical assistance. When the Division began its 
work, such assistance was virtually non-existent though the need was 
great. Today the need remains but has been filled to a great extent 
by various national and international bodies, such as the United 
Nations Technical Assistance Bureau, the International Co-operation 
Administration (American), the Ford and Rockefeller Foundations 
and others. Although Development Division is small in relation to 
these other international bodies which possess correspondingly larger 
financial and technical resources, none the less an ample field remains 
in which the good work done by the other organizations can be 
supplemented, bringing an ample measure of appreciation and good 
will. The Division has an advantage over other international bodies 
in that its staff does not change so often as theirs does. 


The Division’s Advisers carry out surveys of economic potentialities 
and social problems which could form a basis for detailed planning. 
Reports are followed, when requested, by practical assistance. Help 
is given to Middle East Governments in the recruiting of British 
technical advisers; contributions are made to international confer- 
ences; arrangements are made for Middle East nationals to visit the 
United Kingdom for study or training; and a range of general services 
includes facilitating contact between Middle East Governments and 
scientific and research organizations in the United Kingdom. 


Development Division today disposes of six permanent advisers, 
who specialize in agriculture, animal husbandry, co-operatives, 
economics and statistics, engineering and forestry. It also possesses 
the means to bring from the United Kingdom specialists for ad hoc 
projects. The Division is led by Sir Ferguson Crawford, who has had 
a life-long experience of the Middle East. 


Advice to Local Industry 


As regards industry, the aim is to assist development on sound 
lines by giving technical and economic advice either to public bodies 
or private individuals according to need. ‘The only yardstick is whether 
the proposal is in the interest of the country. Private ventures are 
often tempted by an apparent market and the availability of the 
necessary labour and capital. For ‘know-how’ the potential industrialist 
looks to a great extent to the supplier of the plant or machinery and 
it is at this point that Development Division can take a hand usefully. 


The economics of each proposal must be carefully studied as 
frequently no close market survey is made in order to gauge the 
potential demand at the price at which it is estimated the product 
can be made and sold. 


Having passed this stage, detail of the project on broad lines can 
be drawn up, specifications written, tenders invited, examined and 
reported upon. When the buyer has made his decision and placed 
his order, there are drawings and layouts to be studied and approved. 

In all these steps Development Division can be of assistance but 
not least in helping the buyer to assess the technical merits of the 
tenders; in other words, helping to discern the offer that gives value

for money as opposed to that which is cheapest. Here an opportunity 
is presented to point out the advantage of buying to a specification 
based on a British or equivalent national standard. 


Assistance given by the Division, however, is by no means one- 
sided. Much help can be and is given to British firms to supplement 
the service already given by the Commercial Officers of the various 
Embassies. In fact, the Division’s Industrial Adviser is a technical 
complement to the Commercial Section of the Embassy in whose 
country he happens to be working, and as such he can deal with 
queries of a technical nature to which the firm in the United Kingdom 
might otherwise find difficulty in obtaining an adequate answer. 


It may be said that it cannot be in the national interest to assist in 
the setting up of industries which are likely to compete with British 
products. It is necessary to be realistic, however, and to recognize 
that, if there is a demand which can be satisfied economically locally, 
the particular industry is bound to emerge and, if the long view be 
taken, it is in our interest to advise on its economic viability, on the 
choice of the right equipment for the particular job irrespective of 
its source, on the recruitment of the necessary technicians and finally 
on the organization and administration of the company or body 
responsible for the project. 

Although Development Division advisers are as unbiased as 
British consultants, yet the best way is so often the British way that, 
on balance, it rebounds to our advantage if we are content to give the 
best possible technical advice.

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New Cable to Iceland and the Faroes 


AN AGREEMENT has been reached between the United Kingdom 
Post Office, the Danish and Icelandic Administrations and the Great 
Northern ‘Telegraph Company for the laying of a submarine telephone 
cable between Scotland, the Faroe Islands and Iceland. The United 
Kingdom Post Office will be joint owners with the Danish Administra- 
tion and the Great Northern Telegraph Company of the section of 
the cable between Scotland and the Faroes. 

The new cable will provide about 20 telephone circuits as well as a 
large number of telegraph circuits. It will improve telephone com- 
munication with Iceland and the Faroes and make it possible to establish 
telex services with these countries. Some of the circuits will be used 
by the civil aviation authorities in connection with the control of the 
transatlantic air routes. 

Orders for the cable, repeaters and the associated equipment have 
been placed with Standard Telephones and Cables and it is expected 
that the cable will be in service before the end of 1961. 

The value of the contract is about £1 million. 

Specifications include a 0-46 inch coaxial armoured submarine 
cable of 400 nautical miles from Iceland to the Faroes and 284 nautical 
miles from the Faroes to Scotland. 

Apart from the shore ends, the two cable sectors will be laid by the 


cable ship ‘Monarch’ beginning in September 1961 and will take about 
six weeks.

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International Trade and Financial Arrangements 


Exchanges on Switzerland’s Provisional 
Accession to the G.A.T.T. 


INTERNATIONAL tariff negotiations were concluded at Geneva 
in November 1958 as part of the procedure for the provisional 
accession of Switzerland to the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (G.A.T.T.). The results of those negotiations were reported 
on page 1286 of the Board of Trade Journal of December 19, 1958, 
and the tariff concessions accorded by the United Kingdom in the 
course of the negotiations were reported on page 697 of the Board of 
Trade Journal of March 20, 1959. 


Following the negotiations, there has been an Exchange of Letters 
between Switzerland and the United Kingdom (dated February 26 
and March 9, 1959, respectively). The letters provide that, if at any 
time the obligations of the G.A.T.T. should cease to apply between 
the two countries, the bilateral tariff concessions exchanged between 
them under the Agreement should remain in force for a period of 
six months from that time, unless the two Governments agree to 
make other arrangements. 


Anglo-Czech Trade Talks 


DISCUSSIONS have been taking place between representatives of the 
United Kingdom and Czechoslovak Governments to establish quotas 
for 1959 under the Trade Arrangement signed on October 22, 1956. 
These discussions have now been concluded, and new quota lists for 
the calendar year 1959 will now replace provisional lists which had 
been established for the three months’ period ended March 31. 
Import licences issued against the provisional quotas will be debited 
against the quotas now agreed for the full year. 


The new quotas are the same as those for 1958, and provide 
opportunities for trade in the goods listed at annual rates of up to 
some {4.4 million for United Kingdom exports and up to some 
£6.4 million for Czechoslovak exports.

Imports South of Parallel 42 


HER MAJESTY’S EMBASSY at Buenos Aires report that the opera- 
tion of Decree 11917/58 governing imports into Argentina (see 
Board of Trade Journal for January 16, 1959), has been postponed 
until December 31, 1959 in respect of certain raw materials, machinery 
and equipment required for use south of parallel 42. 


The main articles of the Decree (No. 3011 of March 9) are as follows: 


Article 1 ‘Temporarily postpones till December 31, 1959, the applica- 
tion of Article 5 of Decree No. 11.917/58 but only in so far as it concerns the 
import of raw materials, machinery, equipment, spares and other fixed 
assets intended for industrial establishments already set up south of Parallel 
42, which at the date of the present decree were in possession of a current 
licence to distribute their production throughout the whole country. 


Article 2 ‘The importation of the goods referred to in the preceding 
article, tiadiiees those which are in port or on the way, will be authorized 
in each case by the National Customs Administration. 

Such authorizations will be limited as follows: 


(a) In the case of raw materials and spares in the quantities which are 
essential for the working of each establishment in accordance with 
the production capacity of their plants, but in no case can the impor- 
tation for 1959 exceed the total used in 1958, or the quantity which 
was the basis for the corresponding authorization for free trading. 
The industrialists may choose the alternative which is most suitable 
to them. 


(b) In the case of machinery, equipment and other fixed assets, to the 
quantities and specifications which form the basis for the authoriza- 
tion for free trading. No authorization will be granted to increase the 
productive capacity by the incorporation of new machinery. 

For the purpose of this provision and without prejudice to the inquiries 
required by the pertinent organizations, the industrialists must declare under 
oath, within the periods fixed by the National Customs Administrations: 

(1) Stocks of raw materials and spares as at January 1, 1958, and the 
quantities imported and manufactured or used from said date until 
December 31, 1958, as also stocks as at January 1, 1959, and the 
quantities needed to be imported up to December 31, 1959. 

(2) Machinery, equipment and other fixed assets which were the basis 
for the corresponding authorization for free trading, indicating 
separately those already imported and those still to be imported. 


All false statements in the sworn declaration referred to in this Article 
will give rise to the summary refusal of an authorization. 


Regulations for Machinery Imports 


ARGENTINE CENTRAL BANK Circular R.C. No. 37 of March 17, 
covers the import of machinery approved by the Central Bank under 
form R433 before December 29 for the Industrial Re-equipment Plan 
(see Board of Trade Journal for June 21, 1957, August 23, 1957, and 
January 24, 1958). Such imports are already exempt from prior 
deposit and surcharge requirements other than those already established 
(see Board of Trade Journal for February 27, 1959). The procedure 
laid down is as follows: 

For authorizations on Forms 433, the use of which was subject to the 
fulfilment of certain requirements or which did not include the references 
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necessary for their use, it has been decided to grant an extension until May 4 
next, inclusive, in order that interested parties may present the relevant 
application on Form 2839 to the Central Bank, accompanying the original of 
Form 433 conditionally approved and the documentation and/or information| 
which had been requested in each case. 


These applications should be accompanied by forms similar to those at. 
tached to Circular R.C. No. 24 in quadruplicate, in lieu of new Forms 433, 


if these had been demanded for the detailed statement of the machinej 


making up plants or complete equipment. These forms — which later wil 
form an integral part of the relevant Form 433 — must be signed by a person 
duly authorized for this purpose and countersigned by an authorized 
exchange broker and Customs house broker. 

The Central Bank will mark Forms 433 to the effect that regulations hav 
been complied with and this will have the effect of definite approval. 

At the request of interested parties by means of Form 2839, this Bank wil 
return the Forms 433 which have been presented in accordance with Centra 
Bank Circular R.C. No. 8 

It has been decided to apply the procedure laid down in this circular t 
Forms 433 forwarded to the Central Bank as required by circular R.C. No. 24 
and not apply, to them, the ruling established in the last paragraph of Sectior 
II of said circular in respect of period of validity. 

Furthermore, the Bank will consider that the conditions set out in Section 
IV of Circular R.C. No.1 have been complied with if the operations financed 
in foreign exchange under credit terms exceeding 180 days 1s covered by 
means of Form 433. 

Finally, all exchange regulations which are not opposed to the provisions 
of the present circular remain in force. 

Notes: 

Last paragraph of Section II of Circular R.C. No. 24 reads as follows: 


‘Certificates to be issued in accordance with the provisions of this and the preceding 
section will be valid only up to December 31, 1959.’ 


Section IV of Circular R.C. No.1 reads: 


‘Imports of capital goods to be financed wholly or partly in exchange under credi 
arrangements exceeding 180 days must be submitted to the consideration of the Bank 
before finally concluding the purchase operation abroad.’

New Import Licensing Period 
April- July, 1959 


THE AUSTRALIAN Minister for Trade announced on March 10 
that there was to be no reduction in the annual import ceiling of 
£A.800 million during the April-July 1959 licensing period. 


On March 31 the Minister made a further statement on the changes 
to be made within this import ceiling. As from April 1 a further 330 
items have been transferred to the ‘World’ category of import licensing 
in order to give importers free access to the cheapest market for their 
materials and equipment. This latest transfer to ‘World’ licensing 
brings to 70 per cent. the proportion of total imports which are free 
from discrimination as to country of origin. 


A number of other items have been transferred to category ‘B’ for 
licensing treatment from non-dollar sources. Details of these items and 
of those transferred to ‘World’ licensing will be published in next 
week’s Board of Trade Journal. 


The following items have been transferred from the ‘Adm (W)’ to 
the ‘R (W)’ licensing category: 

Plate, heat absorbing and ceramic glass and double glazed units, graphite 
electrodes, nickel anodes, pine oil, bacteriological products, welding com- 
ponents, diatomaceous earths, cork, wood and waste. 

The following items have been added to the list of those exempted 
from import licensing: 

Casing salt, clerical collars, crude iodine, last blocks, watches for the blind 
and natural history specimens. 


Quota levels for the remaining items remain unchanged.
